Alex and Nic Piper tragically died in an automobile 
accident on November 2, 1988. It is impossible to 
describe how much they meant to all of us and how 
much we miss them. Rather than try, we felt it best to 
let them be remembered by their own words and the 
words of their closest friends. 




When I first sat down to write this essay, I didn’t know where to 
begin. I think it’s absurd to give you an essay and have you try to form 
an opinion of me. What could I write about that sums me up in a page? 
I thought about writing on everything from my trip to England to my 
philosophy of life (knowing full well that you haven’t the slightest 
interest in either). For you to get to know me, I think I should write 
about something I’d like to tell you. I love to write, and I love baseball. 
So, I’m going to write about baseball. 

Today, I consider myself a good baseball player, well versed in the 
fundamentals and knowledge of the game after a lifetime of practice, 
but it wasn’t always that way. 

In third grade I joined the park district league, and I was assigned 
to a team. Everyone was bigger and older than 1. 1 was very shy and 
nervous. In practice I got by all right, but when game time came, I 
resembled a pig out of mud. The season went by routinely. We lost 
virtually every game we played. All kids had to play a minimum of two 
innings, so I played two innings in right field. When I batted (that was 
also a requirement), I rarely lifted the bat from my shoulder, and if I 
did, it was nothing more than a feeble effort to make contact with the 
ball that was going far too fast for my pathetic reflexes. 

Finally, the last game of the season arrived. I stepped into the 
batter’s box and got ready. As the ball crossed the plate, something 
truly bizzare happeed. I hit the ball! It was an easy grounder to the 
second baseman, but I ran as hard as I could, head down, not realizing 
the ball had reached the base long before I was half way down the line. 
As the coach congratulated me, I glowed with pride. I struck out three 
more times before the game ended, but it didn’t matter. I had lost my 
baseball virginity. 

The next year I hit .652 and was the third best hitter in the league. 
My body caught up to everyone else in size and strength. But I could 
never recaptue the glory and triumph of my first ground out. Looking 
back now, I wonder if it was just blind luck. I’m sure this could be used 
as an allegory to several aspects of my life. Of course, everything 
depends on your own perspective. I am merely trying to give you a 
piece of myself for you to judge, not too harshly, I hope. I remember 
that moment so clearly that I could write fifteen pages on every detail 
about that day, but who cares? Only the concept really matters. Some- 
thing that under normal circumstances would be considered a failure 
became one of the greatest successes of my life. It taught me not to give 
up because sooner or later, at the very least, you’ll get lucky. Last of 
all, it gave me the love of baseball that I still have today as strong as 
the first time I didn’t strike out.
